DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Ralph Lauren and Paris Hilton were seen 
chatting together Tuesday on the Southampton 
eastbound platform. Howard Stern, talking to 
himself, was seen on the subway heading from 
Quogue to Westhampton Beach on Saturday 
morning. Marisa Tomei and Julianne Moore 
were discussing politics quietly and without 
incident on the Hamptons Subway on Monday 
afternoon going west between Amagansett and 
East Hampton. 


CHIPS 

Hamptons Subway is now offering computer 
chips that can be affixed by Band-Aid to the ankle 
of anyone who cares to do that. The chip sends 
a message back to our central station showing 
your whereabouts on the subway system as a 
blinking blue dot. We think this might be useful 
to keep yourself from getting lost while using the 


subway. This would be particularly helpful to 
people new to the area. All you'd need do is use 
your cell phone to send a text to the Hamptons 
Subway management team requesting a phone 
call that would inform you of where you are. The 
chip automatically turns itself off when you leave 
the system and glide up to street level aboard our 
escalators, although sometimes it doesn’t do that 
and we are working on why that happens. The 
chip can also be affixed to pets. Pets are allowed 
on the subway in proper carriers, but sometimes 
they escape. This happened with a snake last week 
and it would have been found sooner if it had been 
wearing the chip. Chips are free of charge. 


FROGS 

In answer to one rider’s question, no, frogs are 
not pets. They have to be kept in jars to ride the 
subway, jars with little holes in the lid: Someone 
said they have a frog that weighs 19 pounds. Still 
not a pet. 


BUSTS OF THE PRESIDENTS 

Hamptons Subway has partnered with Hangsu 
Shanghi, the Chinese company that makes rubber 
images of all the American presidents, and we 


are giving one bust to every person who comes 
through the turnstiles on President’s Day. Last 
year when we did this, we allowed riders coming 
through the turnstiles to pick the President they 
wanted, but searching through the big black 
plastic bags for a bust of President Warren G. 
Harding at that time created long delays there 
in Southampton at the morning rush hour, and 
it did get nasty. So this year, you get what you're 
given. Maybe if you go in and out often enough on 
President’s Day this year you will eventually get 
a Warren G. Harding. Or get them all. This year, 
the value of each bust is nearly double what it 
was last year because of the new tariff on Chinese 
goods, so you'll get much more if you go to sell 


_ on eBay. 


CARRY POLICY 

Guns are not permitted to be carried on any 
Hamptons Subway. If you come from a town in 
the Hamptons that allows guns and you show up 
with one, we will hold it for you safely inside our 
ticket booths until you return. We have a special 
rack for them, like a coat rack. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

We had numerous people coming up or down the 
subway stairs to the street who slipped on the ice 
during these recent cold weather spells. You will 
see on the back of your swipe card in very tiny 
print the declaration that by swiping this card, 
you agree that Hamptons Subway is not to be 
responsible for such slippages. What we will do, 
however, is give a free $50 swipe card to anyone 
who can show us a bruise that resulted from such 
anencounter.

STATE THREATENS TO CUT OFF REVENUE STREAM 
A state-level proposal to prohibit the release of 
arrest records and mug shots is causing serious 
concern within the Hamptons Police Department. 
According to accounting disclosed on Thursday, 
the department has a long-standing practice of 
using its arrest records and mug shots to generate 
revenue. While this practice is controversial, the 
department defends it as financially expedient. 
“We have found that people will pay significant 
sums of money to prevent the release of their 


arrest records and mug shots,” says Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “The money that 


they pay to keep themselves out of the newspaper 
and off the internet has been a very healthy 
funding stream for us.” 

According to Hirsch, many of those who get 
arrested, even if they are later exonerated, are 
happy to continue to pay the department a 
monthly “maintenance fee.” “Look, right now 
there’s no shelf life on these assets,” explains 
Hirsch. “They’re pure gold, and our robust 
financial health depends on our ability to realize a 
return on the investment they represent. If we’re 
not allowed to release them, however—boom, 
there goes that money.” 

Hirsch says that among the projects that 
would be jeopardized if this funding stream were 
cut off would be the recently announced five- 
story, state-of-the-art impound parking facility 
proposed for the grassy wetlands of Napeague. 
Also at risk would be the expansion planned for 
the Hamptons Police Officer Rec Center on the 
dunes overlooking the ocean in Montauk. “We’ve 
already got a scale model for a new kitchen/bar 
area in there,” says Hirsch. “It’s going to be so 
beautiful. This is Chief's baby, and he’s not going 
to be happy if we’re forced to scale it back.” 


WATCH IT! 
A Noyac couple admitted to Hamptons Police 
officers last Wednesday that they failed to 
watch either the Super Bowl or the State of the 
Union. They were both processed and issued an 
appearance ticket. 

“This seems to have been a genuine lack 
of understanding,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Either they weren’t 
aware that these compulsory viewing events were 
taking place when they were—as hard as that may 
be for us to believe—or they were unaware that 
they had no choice but to watch them.” 

Police were acting on a tip when they questioned 
the couple last Wednesday about what they had 
watched on TV on the prior evening and the 
previous Sunday. The couple answered that they 
had watched old episodes of Friends on Sunday 
and on Tuesday had chosen to read instead. 

“They didn’t know any better,” says Hirsch. 
He expects the judge to hand down the 
minimum punishment.

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The East End Was Once Famous for Its Oysters. And Now, Again 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ll summer, we see the summer people 

jogging along our roads and lifting weights 
in our gyms. Behind their hedges, they run on 
their treadmills in their mansions. They might 
play tennis or swim in their pools. 

In the meantime, the local people are busy 
working out in ways that put food on the table and 
are good for the environment. They grow crops, 
they surf cast, catch fish from a boat, clam and 
enjoy the time in the sunshine. Often they talk 
in the Bonac dialect that their ancestors brought 
over from England in the 18th century. “Yes, yes, 
bub,” means they agree with you. “Finest kine” 
means it’s the best. “Going up-street” means 
heading into town. Their bounty is sold in fish 
markets, their vegetables in the farmers markets. 

So why don’t summer people do something 
constructive instead of running around, getting 
nowhere? I’m talking to you. 

Until now, the most helpful physical thing a 
summer person could do in the Hamptons was 
pull off the road and pick their own strawberries. 
There are fields for that. There’s a farmer out 


front under the sign that says that. It’s not much 
work, but it’s something. Years ago it was all the 
rage, then it kind of faded into the woodwork. 


eee ee ae eee ee eee ee ee 
So why not, instead of working 


out and accomplishing nothing for 


anybody but your personal self, 
put food on the table and help 
the environment? 


But now the Town of East Hampton allows 
you to farm oysters. Yes. You can be a bayman. 
The town is selling oyster farming licenses to 
first-time farmers for $250 per individual or 
family (and $150 for following years). With these 
licenses, they will provide you with oyster farming 
gear, cages, trays, brushes, oyster bag, adolescent 
oyster seedlings and a plot in the bay to call your 
own. You will be given the tiny seedlings for the 
summer beginning on June 22, and you will be 
able to grow and harvest almost all of them with 
the understanding that your limit will be no more 
than 1,000 a season, with the ability to sell 500

to the local seafood shops in town and keep the 
other 500, on ice, for yourself and your family. 

You will need waders, an aluminum rowboat 
and an oyster shucking knife at your own expense. 
Your farm plot will be in Three Mile Harbor, Hog 
Creek, Accabonac and, it is expected, Napeague 
Harbor this summer. Further sites are being 
considered for Lake Montauk and Northwest 
Creek. I might add there are additional farms with 
slightly different rules available for the public at 
the Cedar Beach County Park in Southold and 
Tiana Shores in Southampton. There is also an 
exception for bay-front residents with docks who 
would like to create an oyster farm alongside the 
dock (these cost $350 to start). 

So why not, instead of working out and 


-accomplishing nothing for anybody but your 


personal self, put food on the table and help 
the environment. You see, adult oysters get 
their nutrients by filtering sandy bay water and — 
ingesting nitrogen, carbon and other nutrients 
that our waters are rich in—so rich, in fact, 
that they have caused deadly red tides of algae 
in the summertime in recent years, similar to 
what destroyed our oyster fishery years ago. One 
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oyster can clean up to 50 gallons a day 
as it grows. As you know, eastern Long 
Island was famous for its oysters in the 
old days, but not anymore.:The red tide 
saw to that. Now the oysters are being 
brought back to do their job, and, with a 
large enough fishery, the bays and harbors 
will be healthy and the red tides will be a 
thing of the past. 

As a farmer, you will either wade out or 
row out to your site with your gear, drop 
the adolescent oysters in their cages by 
rope to the muddy bay bottom, set a buoy 
with your name or colors on it, then row 
or wade back to shore. Another way to y, 
do it is to put the oyster seed in floating 


cages that are connected by ropes to float Who doesn’t love chowder? 


partially above the surface of the water and 
partially below. Tending to your crop will require 
that every three or four weeks during the summer 
you will brush the cages of barnacles and debris, 
separate the fast-growing oysters from the slow, 
and generally keep an eye on how things are 
going. Bring the kids. Treat them to some of the 
words and phrases you’ve learned from the local 
Bonackers. Enjoy the sunshine. Row back in and 
tie up. Come home sunburned. Then in the fall, 
pull your cages to shore, put some of your catch 
in the fridge and the rest on ice until you can get 
it to the fish store. 

To apply for a spot in the East Hampton 
Shellfish Education Enhancement Directive, go 
to the East Hampton Town Hall and ask where 
to sign up. On March 2, there will be a lecture 
and workshop at the East Hampton Shellfish 
Hatchery, which is at 21A Fort Pond Road in 


Montauk. Phone 631-668-4601 ext. 7901 or 
631-816-3082 to reserve a seat. 

I think that city people may be proud, sunburned 
pioneers for this latest big thing. The spots are 
selling out. There’s already a waiting list. So this 
is one of those things like a buildable plot of land 
out here, a cabana at East Hampton Main Beach, 
a box seat at Guild Hall or a membership in the 
Southampton Beach Club, all of which are rare 
and something to brag about—in Bonac.

1 quart oysters 

3 cups milk 

2 cups cream 

1 cup water © 

1 cup thick cream 

1 bouquet garni 

1/4 teaspoon ground cloves 

1 teaspoon onion juice 

1 blade mace 

1 tablespoon creamed butter 

2 tablespoon parsley, minced 

2 thyme leaves 

Parboil the oysters in their liquor, drain. Let 
liquor stand a while, then pour it slowly into 
a double boiler, and add the milk, thin cream, 
water, thick cream, the bouquet garni, thyme, 
clove onion juice, mace. Bring just to a boil then 
strain. Separate the soft parts of the oyster. 
Chop the hard parts and add to the liquid and 
bing just to the boil again. Add the soft parts of 
the chopped oysters just before serving, and the 
creamed butter and the parsley. Pour into soup 
plates and serve with water crackers.

BLACKFACE AGAIN 


t's been two weeks since The Virginian- 

Pilot published a photo that showed a young 
man in blackface standing next to a man wearing 
a white-hood KKK outfit in the medical school 
yearbook of Virginia Governor Ralph Northam, 
a Democrat, from 35 years ago. After apologizing, 
Northam said the next day that neither of these 
costumed students was him. He hadn’t seen 
this page before, nor, he said, recalled taking 
the photo. Republicans demanded he resign. 
So did Democrats. He said he would not, and so 
far hasn't. 

Next, a college professor, Vanessa Tyson, 
accused Democratic Lieutenant Governor Justin 
Fairfax, who'd be next in line if Northam resigns, 
of sexually assaulting her 15 years ago. She’s 
hired the same law firm as the woman who 
accused Supreme Court Justice Brett Kavanaugh 
of sexual assault 30 years ago. Another woman, 
Meridith Watson, who works with nonprofits 
today, subsequently accused Fairfax of raping 
her-19 years ago when both were at Duke. Fairfax 
denied the allegations. Again, Republicans 
demanded the Governor resign. Democrats not 
as much. The reason is that if both Northam and 
Fairfax step down, then the new Governor would 
be Mark Herring, the Attorney General, who 
is a Republican. However, Herring now says 
that, years ago in college, he dressed up in 
blackface with a friend to go to a party as Venus 
and Serena Williams. 

Since then, other people in public office have 


confessed to wearing blackface at parties and 
other social events when young, mostly when they 
were in college. Also, a number of fashion houses 
have withdrawn clothing that they think might be 
construed to be something endorsing blackface or 
racism. They include Gucci, which pulled a black 
balaclava sweater that covered the lower half of 
the face with a hole for a mouth, and Prada, which 
withdrew a monkey-like bag charm that many say 
suggested blackface. On the issue of race, Dolce 
& Gabbana, Newsday reported, issued a video 
apology in response to one of their designers 
making insulting remarks about Chinese runway 
models in a private chat. But Dolce & Gabbana 
nevertheless was forced to cancel a Shanghai 
runway show. 

Governor Northam says he will use the 
opportunity afforded by the blackface controversy 
to change his agenda to focus on race. (Lieutenant 
Governor Fairfax is black.) His administration 
has been working to liberalize Virginia’s partisan 
redistricting laws that blunt African-American 
voting power. He has also expanded Medicare 
in his state, pressed for affordable housing, 
small business procurement, education and 
income tax reform. He’s landed Amazon’s 
Southeast headquarters. 

But the pressure is on him to resign because 
of that yearbook photo. Perhaps Northam 
and Fairfax’s only way out is to announce that 
while Governor, or Lt. Governor, they will 
run for President and/or make themselves 
available for the Supreme Court—following 
in the footsteps of Trump, Kavanaugh and 
Clarence Thomas, all similarly accused but 
still standing.  @&

A Reader Thinks Trump Compares to Teddy Roosevelt, a Local Hero

hat follows is an editorial submitted by a 
reader.

DONALD TRUMP AND TEDDY 
ROOSEVELT

I am sure that if Charles Krauthammer 
were still among us, he would, by now, have 
compared Teddy Roosevelt (“TR”) and Donald 
Trump (“The Donald”). 

Please forgive me. I am a lifelong Democrat: A 
few years ago, a good friend presented me with a 
diorama containing photos of the Rough Riders 
at San Juan Hill, samples of their medals, and a 
non-working 45-caliber revolver used by them. 
It came to me with an inscription that made it 
obvious I was an admirer of TR. 

TR was, for sure, a larger-than-life character, 
fond of displaying a wide range of knowledge 
acquired as a voracious reader, Harvard graduate 
and accomplished classicist. His penchant for the 
“manly pursuits,” his endearing behavior with 
children, and his often-bombastic quality made 
him a president that you either loved or hated. 
According to the history books, you could not 
have been neutral about TR. 

I have pondered that such a president ended 
up alongside Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln 
on the face of Mount Rushmore. While in office, 


one congressman called him “unreliable, a 
faker, and humbug.” The editor of a Midwestern 
newspaper called him “the most dangerous foe of 
human liberty that has ever set foot on American 
soil.” None other than Mark Twain called him 
“clearly insane...and the insanest upon war and 
its extreme glories.” 

TR was also not shy about calling others names: 
He referred to the critics of his Panama policy as 
a “small bunch of shrill eunuchs,” tagged the 
President of Venezuela “an unspeakable villainous 
little monkey,” and called a U.S. senator “a well- 
meaning, pin-headed, anarchistic crank.” 

It is disappointing that most of the TV pundits 
have not studied history, political science, or 
even a bit of classical literature one is supposed 
to absorb in college, if not high school. Had they 
done so, or chosen to do some reading now, they 
would emerge with a somewhat different view of 
“the Donald.” 

One of the most interesting stories of TR is how 
he was informed of McKinley’s assassination and 
that he was, at that moment, the new President. 
He was with his family at their retreat at Mount 
Marcy (the highest mountain in New York state), 
deep in the Adirondacks. The Secret Service 
came from Washington by train to North Creek, 
then the railhead, took a stagecoach to the foot 
of Mount Marcy and then horseback up the 
mountain, where a forest ranger informed TR 
that he was now the President. Down he came 
on horseback, onto the stagecoach to North

Creek and to Washington to begin his duties 
as President. 

For me, it was confirmation of his love of the 
rugged Adirondacks and that he was, indeed, the 
consummate outdoorsman. 

The Donald, like TR, is indefatigable. He is a 
gracious host, certainly caring for his children, 
and possessed of a clear destiny for our country. 
You can guess how TR was pilloried for his 
“gunboat diplomacy,” his “speak softly but carry 
a big stick” attitude, and his frequent “show of 
force” to back up his foreign policy. It was, in 
many ways, more provocative than the Donald’s 
saber-rattling with Iran and North Korea. 

The Donald has endured investigations, 
accusations, weak-kneed appointees, and 
downright subterfuge. He has been accused 
of just about every kind of misdeed one can 
conjure up. I don’t know how anyone can run the 
U.S. Government, be Commander in Chief, lead 
our diplomacy around the world in the face of 
what he has undergone. And you can rest assured 


that I would feel no differently if the president 


was a Democrat. 

It is also worthy of note that when TR decided 
to run for Governor, an affidavit surfaced that he 
had prepared while he was Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy.

Teddy Roosevelt, at the age of 39, spent a 
month at Montauk as part of the U.S. Army that 
had come back from Cuba having overthrown 
the Spanish dictators there. It was August 1898. 
Teddy slept in a tent amongst his Rough Riders’ 
tents. His wife and four of his children visited 
him there. Wife Edith wrote laughingly to a friend 
later that Teddy entertained their two young sons 
in his tent, with the boys sleeping on his cot and 
he on a table. She and the daughters slept at 
Third House. 

Teddy’s manly pursuits involved wrestling, 
horseback riding, swimming, hiking and 
big-game hunting. He was a devoted husband 
true to his wife by all accounts. By contrast, 
Trump avoided the draft and has been accused 
of getting his father to hire a doctor to say 
he had bone spurs in his feet. He has been 
married three times, has had affairs, some with 
porn stars, and was, according to his first wife, 
Ivana, in her biography, absent when it came to 
raising his children.

Teddy leaned 
over the railing and shouted down the following 
to the reporters on the dock:

Teddy was a vigorous and beloved man. As far 
as anyone knows, the only people who hated him 
were the rich tycoons.

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When the Locals Met with the Shinnecocks to Rearrange an Agreement

if n 1859, a group of Southampton businessmen 
and farmers formed a group called the 
Proprietors of the Trustees of the Common Lands 
of Southampton, intending to cut a deal with 
the Shinnecock Indians that would result in the 
Shinnecocks giving up a majority part of their 
land. These Indians, back in 1705, before the 
Revolution, had signed a thousand-year lease 
with the local white men of that era for nearly 
3,500 acres of Shinnecock. This property extended 
from Peconic Bay on the north to Shinnecock 
Bay in the south. As such, as seen from another 
perspective, it completely blocked any attempt to 
build a railroad out from western Long Island to 
Southampton and East Hampton Towns farther 
east. The proprietors would have liked to buy 
the land to get the Shinnecocks off—many other 
parcels up-island were bought out for railroad 
rights of way—but the Shinnecocks didn’t own it, 
they just leased it. So the proprietors put together 
a plan. Theyd split Shinnecock. 

The railroad would come through either one 
or the other, with the price of adjacent land 
skyrocketing because of the commerce a railroad 
always brought. Let the Shinnecocks have the one 


part, in the form of an ownership deed. They'd 
take over the other. And the thousand-year lease 
would be broken. All they needed were the 
Shinnecock’s approval and the state’s blessing. 
And so, on a sunny day in 1859, three of their 
number—two ship captains and a businessman— 
entered the Shinnecock property looking for 
Indians they could sign onboard. The men sent 
were Captain Louis Scott, Captain Jeter Rose and 
Austin Rose. 

At the time, there were’ about 
100 Shinnecocks on that property. The majority 
of them lived on the peninsula, clamming and 
fishing, or working for the white men in the 
Village of Southampton nearby. The northern part 
of Shinnecock was where the Indians chopped 
wood, hunted and grazed their livestock. But 
some lived there, too. 

Here was the deal. You have a lease on all the 
acreage, but some day you will have to give it up. 
What if I could arrange for you to own it instead? 
Not all of it, to be sure. The people I represent 
want the northern half of it. You keep the south, 
and now you'll have a deed for it, the whole 
peninsula. We'll have the rest. The agent showed 
the Indians the petition. 

In several days on the tribal land, the agents 


collected a total of 21 Shinnecock signatures. The 
proprietors felt that was enough. 

“It is certainly of vital interest that this road 
be constructed,” wrote The Sag Harbor Express 
in 1859. “With the inauguration of this road, our 
property will be doubled in value.” 

The request for this land swap, as they called 
it, was sent, signed by the proprietors and the 
21 Shinnecocks, to Albany for approval. 

Three days later, Albany received a second 
request. This was produced by a local lawyer who 
represented the Shinnecocks. It said that the 
first petition was illegal. Specifically, it said that 
several of the names were forged after the Indians 
said they wouldn’t sign. Some Indians who signed 
it were deceased. At least one Shinnecock’s name 
appeared twice. And this Shinnecock, James L. 
Cuffee, claimed he had not signed it either time. 

The court ignored this second petition. Instead, 
it granted the first petition to go ahead. The 
Shinnecocks got the peninsula, which was 
350 acres. The corporation got the rest, 
3,150 acres of rolling land in northern Shinnecock. 
Two years later, the proprietors sold this property 
to railroad executives, mostly millionaires from 
Manhattan who wanted their railroad to go 
through. The price for the total was $6,726—

about $2 an acre—for all of the land and a right- 
of-way for the railroad to bring its tracks through 
not just to Southampton, but farther east to 
Bridgehampton and thence to Sag Harbor. Soon 
parcels adjacent to the right-of-way were selling 
for 10 times that amount. All that remained now 
were to build the tracks. 

But then the Civil War started, and all these 
projects were put on hold. 

In 1863, in the middle of the Civil War, a young 
Manhattan physician of means by the name of 
Theodore Guillard Thomas and his wife went by 
horse and wagon out to visit the farms and rural 
villages of Long Island. Their trip lasted eight 
days. The couple spent their first two nights in 
Babylon, at a rooming house, then pressed on 
to Quogue, Southampton, East Hampton and 
Montauk, finally spending a night out at the 
lighthouse with the keeper and his family. 

During this sojourn, the couple fell in love 
with the simple, bucolic communities of eastern 
Long Island, and, after returning to Manhattan, 
vowed that sometime in the future they would 
return with some friends to hopefully establish 
a summer colony there. The couple had become 
charmed by the farmland that went down to 
the ocean, the single main streets with the 
Presbyterian churches, the blacksmith shops, 
feed stores and dry goods stores that marked what 
were essentially old New England communities. 
Thomas did take note of a small summer colony 
of well-to-do Brooklyn fishermen in Quogue 
when he spent the night there, but there was 
nothing further east. 

In 1870, with the war over, the tracks were 
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laid and the first trains began to move out into 
the Hamptons. The Shinnecocks watched the 
trains come through, mostly on their way to the 
prosperous waterfront town of Sag Harbor. Often 
sparks from the smokestack caused brush fires, 
which had to be extinguished. 

And then, six years later, the first summer 
family arrived, bought oceanfront property 
and built a large summer home by the sea. 
This family was that of the aforementioned Dr. 
Thomas. They are today considered the founders 
of the social set summer colony in the Hamptons. 
Soon the Thomases were inviting many of their 
friends to come visit. It was only three hours 
by train. Thomas would have his servant meet 
the new arrivals at the train station in a horse-. 
drawn carriage. Luggage would go in the back. 
During the weekend, Dr. Thomas talked about 
Southampton and the healthy fresh sea air and 
urged his New York City friends to do what he 
had done—build their own home there. 

Within four years, many had done just that. By 
1880, there were 30 summer mansions where five 
years earlier there had been none. In Manhattan, 
Dr. Thomas and others met in a Fifth Avenue 
apartment to found what was then called the 
Southampton Village Improvement Association, 
to “beautify the principal streets” and “see to the 
removal of nuisances” so as to make Southampton 
even more attractive to possible future summer 
residents. They lined both sides of Main Street 
with 190 trees. The induced a dry goods merchant 
to clean up his yard. They put up $25 to get a man 
who ran an unsightly blacksmith shop to move it 
to a side street. And they made it a goal to have 
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the community pick up after itself. “It is earnestly 
hoped,” they wrote in the minutes of one of their 
meetings, “that especial care will be taken to keep 
rubbish, paper, straw, old cans and all kinds of 
litter out of the road.” 

A number of local Indians and some of the 
residents of the local community were happy 
to have the social set of Manhattan building 
their great mansions out in Southampton. 
Having them in town meant jobs and prosperity. 
But the summer people did want the place 
neatened up. 

During the next 15 years, Dr. Thomas and 
the others saw to the creation of just about all 
the major downtown Southampton institutions 
we have today: St. Andrews Dune Church, the 
Shinnecock Golf Club, the Meadow Club, the 
Southampton Beach Club, the Southampton Arts 
Center (formerly the Parrish Art Museum) and 
much else. They built their mansions not only 
down on the ocean but on all sides of Village 
Pond, which they renamed Lake Agawam, letting 
it be known they considered it private, their 
summer centerpiece.

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Roman shades are custom-made with a choice of 
fabrics that are usually made to complement a room’s 
décor. These shades typically fit inside the window 
casting or just outside the frame of the window. 
Heavier fabrics will typically offer better thermal 
performance—they are most effective for aesthetics, 
room darkening and blocking sunlight. 

Cellular shades are made of pleated materials 
designed to fold up accordion-like, usually at the top 
of the window. They contain one or more air layers 
in a honeycomb cross-section, which act as insulators 
increasing the R value and reducing the conduction of 
heat through the windows. In heating seasons, tightly 
insulated cellular shades can reduce heat loss through 
the windows by 40% or more, which equates to about 
20% of heating energy savings. In the cooling seasons, 
cellular shades can reduce unwanted solar heat by 
about 80%, but the downside is the loss of sunlight 
when closed:’"—Thomas and Susan Ferrara, 
Owners, Wondrous Window Designs, Inc.

HOW DO YOU STAGE 
AN EAST END HOME FOR SALE? 

Most of the homes I stage on the East End are 
summer homes, not primary residences. Potential 
buyers are coming here for the summer lifestyle. 
Typically my staging will subtly reflect that. There are 
so many factors that influence how I choose to stage 
a home. They include price range, demographics, and 
the architectural style of the house; seasons do not 
enter into the equation at al]. Good staging, like good 
design, should endure. 


WHAT DESIGN ITEMS ARE POPULAR SELLERS 
RIGHT NOW, IN THE OFF-SEASON? 

Accessories are always popular items. Buying new 
accessories is a cost-effective way to change up your 
décor. As far as design trends, I’m seeing a movement 
away from cool grays and toward architectural whites 
and warm neutrals. Also, Mid-Century Modern is 
trending out and being replaced with a more organic 
modern, which incorporates handmade, natural, 
sustainable, exotic pieces. The iconic white subway 
tile is trending out in favor of geometric and floral- 
patterned tile. Stone, concrete, agate, marble, copper, 
brass and gold accents are emerging and are very good 
sellers. 


WHAT'S A COMMON MISTAKE HOMEOWNERS 
MAKE IN STAGING THEIR HOME? 


SOME EXAMPLES OF THE WORK OF DESIGNER ALLEGRA DIOGUARDI 


Not hiring a professional. There are a multitude 
of common mistakes that I see. The most frequent 
and detrimental one is inappropriately scaled items: 
furniture, rugs, art and lamps are invariably too 
small. I think the average person is timid with size, 
a professional knows how critical proper scale is. 
Another common mistake I see is not showing proper 
function. For instance, a five- or six-bedroom house 
with breakfast or dining area showing seating for only 
six. Potential buyers need to be able to see how they 
would live in a space. A professional stager will save 
their clients’ money and deliver a product that sells! 


WHAT ARE SOME THINGS OWNERS SHOULD 
BE DOING NOW TO PREP THEIR RENTAL 
PROPERTIES FOR THIS SEASON? 

That depends on the current condition of the home. 
I would recommend looking at the listing photos of 
their competition to see what they can do to make their 
property outshine the others. For some of my clients

that means a complete overhaul including a fresh coat 
of paint and replacing worn or outdated furniture and 
accessories. Other times, it simply means “fluffing” 
what-they have and adding or editing when necessary.

Most definitely, remove all 
very personal items. 


WHAT ELSE SHOULD HOMEOWNERS KEEP IN 
MIND NOW? 

The “off season” on the East End is the best time to 
work with a designer or stager. I advise getting your 
home ready before the summer season is upon us. 
Typically, this is my slow time but not this year! The 
word is out. Many East Enders are going to be showing 
beautiful properties this year. a

he East End has an abundance of beauty: 

from the lighthouses along expansive 
seascapes to the vineyards sprinkled throughout 
lush landscapes and, of course, to the works of 
talented local artists. 

One such artist is Isabelle Haran-Leonardi, 
winner of a dozen Dan’s Papers Best of the Best 
(BOTB) awards between her open studio, Nova 
Constellatio Gallery (2018 Platinum North Fork 
Art Gallery), and herself (2018 Platinum East 
End Artist). 

A longtime resident of Laurel, Haran-Leonardi 
painted and sold her works from a home studio for 
two decades, but the lack of the space needed for 
large paintings and the isolation from buyers led 
her to seek a new work space in 2012. She began 
her search in Greenport, the cultured hamlet 
she’d fallen in love with during a stint as an artist- 
in-residence at the Stirling Historical Society’s Berger 
House. “It was such a nice experience,” she recalls. “I 
really liked, very much loved Greenport. I loved the 
whole vibe of it!” 

When Haran-Leonardi first moved her studio to 
Greenport, there was an abundance of galleries on 
Main and Front streets, and the art community was 
welcoming. She chose a spot on Main Street. She 
admits there was a steep learning curve, but between 
her strong client base and her husband Bill Leonardi’s 
accounting prowess, the gallery has met with 
abundant success. 

Often asked where the name Nova Constellatio 
comes from, Haran-Leonardi is used to explaining 
that the term is synonymous with the first coins ever 
struck by the United States in 1783. “When the Nova

Constellatio coin was made, it was the idea that in the 
New World—in the new country—the finer things in 
life should be available to everybody,” she remarks. 
She and her husband first used the moniker for a fine 
art, coins and collectibles online store, and, since they 
already had the name incorporated, decided to use it 
for her first gallery. 

Many of Haran-Leonardi’s works draw inspiration 
from the expansive sky, powerful waters and quality 
of light found on the East End; in addition to these 
muses, she’s recently been drawn to local wildlife, 
especially deer. “Everybody complains about the deer. 
The deer are everywhere! But I just find them really 
magical,” she says. Other painting subjects include 
boats, mermaids and her daughter Kyra. Although, 
she’s probably most well-known for her depictions

After a knee injury made plein air painting 
impossible for several years, Haran-Leonardi’s 
process of recreating these landmarks gained a 
technological edge, beginning with a photo, then 
many photos. “It’s funny because sometimes I'll 
think I’ve only been planning a painting for a little 
while, and I'll go back and realize I’ve been taking 
reference pictures of it for like 10 years,” she 
says. Once enough photos have been taken, she 
imports them onto her computer and assembles 
the.composition of the desired painting, moving 
and scaling images as needed. The entire process 
can take up to a year, but once it’s done, she 
paints the printed result quickly. “Even detailed 
paintings are going to take me tops three weeks,” 
she says. 

Haran-Leonardi has been featured on the cover of 
Dan’s Papers twice, first in 2015 and then in 2016, and 
still remembers the impact that first cover had on her. 
“I was so happy! I’ve been looking at them since I don’t 
even remember when...so it was a big thrill to me,” she 
said smiling, adding, “People on the North Fork knew 
[about the gallery], but it brought more of a South Fork 
clientele to me.’

There are requirements that if you start on 
a piece of land that has cultivated as a farm you must 
wait. It usually takes three years to get a parcel of land 
to be certified. We were in process for a good number 
of years before being certified in 2007.

think in the back of my mind it was always a great 
thought, but there were many years where I said, “how 
can we continue the tradition of farming?” The other 
[question I get a lot] is, when did we decide to go 
organic, and that’s when we saw our kids running and 
playing in the fields. Now, conventional farming is not 
bad. I decided there’s got to be a better way, especially 
when the kids were young, we’re growing these crops 


and eating them ourselves, and I wanted the best way 
to do it. It took quite a few years. The markets changed 
so dramatically, we were almost forced to adapt to a 
different business model from truck farming to more 
direct to consumers at the retail level. 


It’s been great. It wasn’t my original plan. I had other 
cousins and family members in the farm business—it 
was sort of an evolution. I was in my last semester 
at graduate school and my father got sick and passed 
away, and even though I loved the farm and worked 
every single summer on the farm, I wanted other 
options and, had he lived, I might have pursued another 
course or career. It drew me back. One challenge led 
to the next, other family members dropping out or 
passing away, and there was a feeling that I’d like to 
keep it going. So that was a big factor. It’s great now. 
My son William, our middle child, is involved in the 
farm now. There’s healthy debate that goes on! There’s 
a little compromise here and there. And so far, it’s been 
worthwhile to see changes take place. 


Southold is, in my opinion, a very agriculture- 
friendly town. I moved the farm here from Brookhaven, 
and moving here, it almost felt like I was coming 
home. I went from one agricultural environment 
to another, and there was more neighbor support, 
people were more welcoming and we were growing 
Chinese vegetables. I felt very welcomed and everyone 
I spoke to was very supportive of what I was trying 
to achieve.

We don’t sell a whole lot to restaurants but the 
community as a whole is so supportive, so it’s a nice 
environment to live and work here. 


ARE THERE ANY NEW CROPS YOU'LL BE GROWING 
THIS SEASON? 

Every year we try to change the crops to different 
varieties, so we're allowed to plant untreated 
natural seeds. We're prohibited from planting GMO 
seeds, but there are new varieties we’d like to try. 
We have different colors and market taste/flavor 
characteristics. Those are always on the table. Every 
year we try to plant something different from before. 
Not every crop is successful. But we are looking into 
different varieties. 


WHAT ARE YOU SELLING FROM YOUR 
GREENHOUSES RIGHT NOW? 

We have a limited supply of mixed greens, lettuces, 
arugula, scallions, some leeks, parsley, cilantro, baby 
bok choy and mixed baby greens. We also have a lot of 
storage vegetables. We have some fall cabbage, some 
fall squash and rutabagas that we're still selling. We 
also do frozen soup bases. We make our own soups, so 
we froze some of the tomato stock. We're selling those 
at the Riverhead Farmers Market and our farmstand.

on-farm pickup site in 2006. It’s the best thing since 
sliced bread! We're selling direct and at a reduced 
retail price, but we receive some of the funding up 
front. There are some perennial crops that we're 
planting two and three years ahead, and to have some 
revenue is a big help. That’s why the CSA model works; 
we receive funds to cover our costs. Otherwise, with 
the costs in the spring, we’d just go under! We’re not in 
a heavy revenue-producing time period. To have some 
income during that period is so crucial. It’s one of the 
primary factors helping us survive and be sustainable. 
There are many family-sized operations that have 
utilized it. 


CAN YOU TELL US ABOUT YOUR ANNUAL 
FARMING CAMP? 

Yes, the plans are in place to do a similar program. 
Every year we try and change some programs. 
We're looking forward to doing the farm camp 
this summer. The kids planted radishes last year. 
Some kids don’t know what goes into producing and 
growing vegetables, but somehow when they plant it 
themselves and harvest it, somehow that tastes better 
to kids than if they just went to the store and bought 
it. The flavor of locally produced vegetables is hard 
to beat. f@.

Listing to Closing: Steps i uv a Real Estate Transaction 


uying and selling real estate is both fun and 

frustrating. The process seems simple but takes 
forever. The terminology sounds familiar but is 
misunderstood. All too often buyers and sellers feel 
hoodwinked by a shyster, but that is far from what 
is occurring. The truth is that real estate closings 
are really complicated and that is why the State of 
New York makes it a felony for anyone other than an 
attorney to prepare an instrument affecting real estate 
for direct or indirect compensation. However, that 
doesn’t mean that East Enders cannot understand 
what is happening in a real estate deal. To start, let’s go 
through the steps in a real estate transaction... 


LISTING THE PROPERTY 

A Real Estate Salesperson or Associate Real Estate 
Broker (aka an agent) will place property on the 
market for sale by and through their association with 
a Real Estate Brokerage Firm. Initially, the agent must 
make disclosure about representation and the agent’s 
conflicts of interest in the transaction (prospective or 
realized) and then obtain a compensation agreement, 
calling a listing agreement (e.g., Exclusive Right to 
Sell). Thereafter, the agent will market the property, 
hold open houses, show the property, obtain offers and 
then negotiate. This is where a top real estate agent 
makes her mark. By strategically negotiating an offer, 
the agent can extract concessions for their client while

When you donate, 
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contract is initially drafted by the seller’s attorney, 
but local custom is that the seller’s attorney utilizes 
language in a cover letter that forces the buyer to 
make an offer, which is subject to acceptance by 
the seller. The purpose of the contract of sale is to 
provide for due diligence of the property’s condition 
while affording responsibilities and rights between 
the parties should a condition be other than what was 
expected when the property was bid on for sale. 


TITLE REPORT 

Upon entering into the contract, the buyer’s attorney 
will order a title report and thereafter share such 
report with the seller’s attorney. Then, the buyer’s 
attorney will notice the seller’s attorney as to any 
deficiencies with respect to the property’s ownership, 
boundary lines, legality, violations and the like (i.e., 
liens, encroachments, easements, taxes, permits and 
certificates of occupancy). 


CLEARING TITLE 

Upon receipt of notice from the buyer’s attorney, the 
seller’s attorney will commence clearing title issues. 
These issues can range greatly. They can be opening 
an estate of a deceased owner in order to transfer the 
property into an heir’s name to effectuate the sale. 
They can be that the property needs to be legalized 
when open permits are discovered. Alternatively, a 
boundary line dispute can be realized and adverse 
claims to ownership may need to be quieted before 
the sale is consummated. There are endless possible 
issues that can be realized when clearing title. 
However, the contract will not always require the 
seller to fix every problem. Instead, certain times the 
contract will provide for a credit to the purchaser when 
the issue may remain or enable the purchaser to cancel 
the contract (i.e., exercise an exculpatory clause) and 
be refunded his down payment. This is where a

position while always getting to the closing table. 


CLOSING 

When all is said and done, it’s time to close. 
A closing involves the signing of the deed, mortgage, 
note, and transfer tax forms, while paying-off 
all existing liens on the property. At the closing, a 
lender, title closer, the parties and their respective 
attorneys will be present. Sometimes, a real estate 
broker will attend for moral support. Regardless, 
money will be exchanged for keys, the title closer 
will provide an insurance policy and then, the closer 
will leave with the deed and tax forms for recording 
and filing. 


CLOSING STATEMENT 
The closing is not the end of the real estate 
transaction because we live in what is known as a 
Race-Notice State. What this means is that the title 
closer will race to the County Clerk’s Office after the 
closing to notice the world of the transaction and the 
buyer’s newfound ownership interest. Unfortunately, 
the Clerk’s Office does not participate in this race 
and the recorded deed is often returned months 
later. Upon return of the deed, the parties’ respective 
attorneys will finalize their closing statements, 
including a summary of all money exchanged, issues 
with the property accepted and resolved, and a copy 
of the deed. When the closing statement arrives in the 
mail, it should be provided to an accountant and the 
deal is complete. 
As you can see, it’s a good thing to know a little 
thing called the law. §@&.
